tributed.” 

The corporation was formed in 
Florida in 1926, with assets then 
valued at $35,000,000. The petition 
said du Pont, his wife and his 
brother-in-law became stockholders.

The Court ruled that American 
citizens must pay United States in- 
come tax on dividends due from 
British corporations but withheld 
by the corporations for payment of 
income tax to Great Britain.

Justices McReynolds, Sutherland 
and Butler dissented without a 
written opinion. 

Indiana Income Tax Case. 

The J. D, Adams Manufacturing 
Co. of Indianapolis was, granted a 
review in its litigation attacking the 
validity of the Indiana Gross In- 
come Tax Act of 1933. The court 
consented to review a decision of 
the Indiana Supreme Court, uphold- 
ing the statute and ruling it ap- 
plied to the gross receipts of a 
manufacturer from sales and from 
tax exempt bonds of Indiana munic- 
ipalities. 

The company, holder of $200,000 
in bonds, contended that 80 per cent 
of its machinery manufacturing 
business was with customers out- 
side Indiana, and that the law was 
unconstitutional as applied to re- 
ceipts from these‘sales because this 
would constitute “an illegal burden 
upon commerce.” 

It also argued that the statute 
was unconstitutional as applied to 
interest on the tax-exempt bonds. 

The State court ruled that the 
law required the assessment from 
income received in conducting in- 
terstate and foreign business, and 
that there was no statutory provi- 
sion exempting the bond interest 
from excise taxes.

„Marshal Chiang Kai-shek and.

er said. They have a fine oppor- 
tunity to show the spirit of the 
beatitudes. That good old book, 
the New Testament, says, ‘Love 
your enemies.“ You don’t expect 

a non-Christian nation to follow 
that advice, but. why should not the 
Christian rulers of China put it 
into practice?” He said, in a later 
answer to questions, that he con- 
sidered Marshal Chiang a milita- 
rist, and that his wife was a mem- 
ber of the Soong family, whjch, he 
3 had grown rich by loiting 
the Chinese common people. 

Minakuchi referred to “incidents” 
in North China which prefaced the 
present conflict, and said he would 
not discuss them in detail, as the 
Chinese speaker would doubtless 
give a contrary version, and the 
discussion would reach the level 
of school boy disputes, with a 
clamor of “You did” and “I didn’t.” 
He declared that Japan had staked 
its very existence in its war with 
Russia, to save itself and China 
from Russian aggression. 


Tells of Investments in North. 


He then told of Japanese finan- 
cial investments and interests in 


the former, between 4,000,000,000 
and 5,000,000,000 gold yen—$1,200,- 
000,000 to $1,500,000,000—a “drop in 
the bucket,” perhaps, in American 
estimation, but not so with “poor 
Japan.” To Japan, he said, Man- 
churia came to be an indispensable 
source of food and raw materials. 
Hence the “extortions” of Marshal 
Chang Hsueh+liang of Manchuria 
causing paralysis of ‘agriculture, 
led to an “explosion” in 1931, and 
to Japanese intervention. 

In North China, the Japanese de- 
bater continued, Japan’s.larg@ in- 
vestment was nearly destroyed by 
Chinese devaluation of money and 
by ravages of Chinese soldiery. 

Dispatches in the New York 
Times, including one which said 
that Japan did not start the hos- 
tilities at Shanghai last August, 
but was “literally pushed into the 
clash by the Chinese,” were read. 
Minakuchi closed with an acknowl- 
edgment of the debt of Japan to the 
culture of “Old China,” and a plea 
for open-mindedness on the part of 
Americans. 


The Chinese Version. 


No Yong Park, in his speech, 
quoted at times from his bock, 
“The Retreat of the West,“ and 
brought smiles by citing the book 
as an authority—“I wrote it, and 
it’s not bad,” he said cheerily. . 

He dismissed the historical re- 
view given by Minakuchi as “man- 
ufactured propaganda,” in which 
such facts as were true had been 
given a biased interpretation: He 
discussed the argument of self-de- 
tense, and of Japan's legitimate ir. 
terests in Manchuria and China 
proper, 

“You have been told,” he said, 
“that Japan must have more room, 
more food, more raw materials, and 
that the effort to assure these is 
legitimate self-defense. Japan is 
crowded, I admit, but why do the 
Japanese cry for more children all 
the time? Mussolini and Hitler, in 
their program of bringing many 
children into the world, to serve 


China, — — exist without i at

ca “Friends” With Bayonets. 

The Japanese say ther are 2 
1g to promote co-operation: 
they so dumb as to think they — 
promote friendship by the bayonet? 
They talk of delivering and pro- 
tecting the Chinese, and of the 
cruelties. of Chinese war lords. The 
Chinese war lords have not been 
one-half so cruel as the war lords 
of Japan, who are menacing the 
peace of the entire world. 

“Japan, it is true, saved Hastern 
Asia from Russia, but it lost credit 
for a good deed when it seized the 
territory for itself. When one 
saves a drowning man, he should 
not push him back into the water 
and then expect praise for a good 
deed.” 

Park then turned from the his- 
toric menance of Czarist Russia 
to the present problem of Soviet 
Russia's relation to China. Mina- 
kuchi had not touched on ‘this 
problem, or on the question of 
Communism in China, but Park 
cited-other utterances on the sub- 
ject. 

Says Japan Is Making China Red. 

“Japan’s relentless drive against 
China is driving China into the 
arms of Soviet Russia,” he declared. 
“What can the world gain if China 
is saved from Conimunism and 
thrown under the heel of military 
Fascism? 

“Japan ‘went into Manchuria, not 
because Manchuria was oppressed, 
but because it was nearing an 
accord with the Chinese Govern- 
ment at Nanking. 

“My colleague talks of China’s 
failure to set her house in order. 
It is unfortunately true that China 
had civil strife for years. But Ja- 
pan was and is one of the chief 
causes of that strife. It backed 
factions, and set them on each oth- 
er. I don’t mean to say that the 
Chinese are ineapatile of starting 
trouble by themselves, but no civil 
war in China has been without its 
cause in Japanese intrigue. 

Pivide and rule’ has been the 
policy of Japan, it was.of an- 
cient Rome. But in spite of Jap- 
anese intrigue, China had almost 
reached unification last year. That 
was the signal for Japan to move 
right in, in violation of sacred 
treaties.” 

Reviewing again the Manchurian 
situation, Park said the Japanese 
had then charged the Chinese with 
tearing up 31 inches of railway 
track—hardly an adequate cause, 
he commented, for seizure of an 
empire. He charged that last July 
and August the “incidents” near 
Peiping and at Shanghai, which 
were the basis of the Japanese at- 
tack, were due to Japanese provo~ 
cation.

Report as of Jan. 7 Shows 
$4,011,028,766 Spent 37. 
614,857,000 All 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 10. — The 
Federal Government already Has 


expended 54,011,028, 766 of the 57, 


614,857,000 ‘rudgeted for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, the Treasury 
said today. 

Reporting the Government’s fis- 


ury said spending on that date was 
$322,000,000 ahead of the compara- 
ble period of the previous year, al- 
though this year’s budget is nearly 
$400,000,000 less than 1987 expen- 
ditures. 

Receipts, however, remain more 
than one billion dollars ahead of the 
previous year. On Jan. 7 they weré 
$3,275,047,548, compared with 32 
247,870,153 in the comparable six 
months and one week of the previ- 
ous year. 

Over the same period, the Treas- 
ury has accumulated $735,981,217 of 
the predicted $1,294,345,300 gross 
deficit predicted for this fiscal year.

Gece. I. returned from Russia last Au- 


ing.“ or industrial sabotage. I watch with 


especial interest for names, which, to me, 
often represent acquaintances of 
standing. For 10 years I have worked along- 
side some of the many recently shot, impris- 
oned or exiled in Russia as wrecker s. 
Some of my friends have asked me wheth- 
er or not. I believe these men and women 
are guilty as charged. I have not hesitated 
a moment in replying that I believe most, of

Homer 8. Bassford, ewspaper 
writer and executive for. more than 
half.a century, died of a complica- 
tion of disease, including anemia 
and bronchial pneumonia, at 12:30 
o’clock this morning at St. Luke's 
Hospital. He was 67 years old. 

Iliness forced him two weeks 
ago to leave his desk at the Star- 
Times, where he was a special fea- 
ture writer and motion picture 
critic. A week later he was taken 
to the hospital from his home 
at 6 Shaw place. 

Coming to St. Louis 44 years ago, 
he became drama and music critic 
of the St. Louis Republic. After 
serving as Sunday editor and news 
editor of the Republic, he left with 
establishment on April 15, 1907, of 
the St. Louis Times by Edward L. 
Preetorius, who also published the 
Westliche Post, German language 
newspaper, which he had inherited 
from his father, the late Emil 
Preetorius. 

Mr. Bassford served first as gen- 

eral manager of the Times and 
later, with its acquisition by G. A. 
Buder and associates, also as edi- 
torial director. When the Times 
was absorbed by the Star on June 
24, 1932, he became a special fea- 
ture writer for the Star-Times. 

A student of Missouri history, he 
was a trustee of th: Missouri His- 
torical Society, and had started 
work on a hook based on the de- 
velopment of St. Louis and the 
Middle West. 

Surviving are his wife and two 
sons, Wallace ONeill Bassford, an 
artist, and James C. Bassford, all of 
St. Louis. A brother, Wallace Bass- 
ford, once secretary to the late 
Champ Clark, resides in Washing- 
ton, D. C.

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Home left that to school, and the 
schools have little to offer but book - 
work. The few trade and voca- 
tional schools that are open in 
this country are not nearly enough 
to accommodate the children that 
need to attend them. What is more, 
they would not accept thousands 
of the applicants because they 
could not qualify. They might be 
skilled with their hands, but unless 
they could get 80 or more per cent 
in English, which means parsing, 

, and rewriting sentences 
taken from the classics, name the 
English possessions in the Pacific, 
recite the names of the Presidents 
in their order, write Yes and No 
500 times in the proper spaces, they 
can't enter to learn to run a lathe 
or tighten a bolt. Where can they 
go for instruction? You tell me. 
I don’t know. 

The best place for a boy to learn 
a trade is with the master work- 
man, but..such..opportunities.. are 
scarcer than hen’s teeth. The trade 
schools can take only a limited 
number and those of very high po- 
tentialities. The labor market 
needs skilled labor. Yet boys and 
girls are not being taught skills. 

It seems to me that this question 
is vital to the progress of this na- 
tion. Its Youth must be trained to 
work, skilfully, happily, so they 
can feel self-helpful and self-respect- 
ing and the work of the country 
can on. The labor unions must 
take thought of this situation. The 
educational forces of the country 
must attend to it, and speedily. The 
co-operation of the different groups 
of the community, including taxpay- 
ers, politicians, educators, labor 
groups and government is impera- 
tive. Young people must be trained 
to work. We must train them, and 
to that end it would be better for 
us to devote more time to activity 
in the schools and less to making 


marks on paper.

GEDUENSTETER OCHSEN- 
SCHLEPPE. 
(Stewed Oxtail.) 

One large oxtail, one quart stock 
or one quart hot water and two 
bouillon cubes, one tablespoon but- 
ter, one tablesp6on flour, one sprig 
parsiey (chopped), one medium 
sized onion (minced), two medium 
sized mushrooms (chopped), dash 
of thyme, 1 bay leaf, three-fourths 
teaspoon salt, dash of pepper, one- 
half cup claret, and one teaspoon 
anchovey paste, 

Scrub tail well; cut at joints into 
pieces of finger length. Drop into 
boiling salted water and boil for 15 
minutes. Drain, rinse and drop into 
stock. Cover and simmer one hour. 
Remove meat to hot platter. Blend 
butter and flour, add stock from 
meat, stirring well, add parsley, 
onion, mushrooms, and seasonings 
and simmer five minutes.

COFFEE STICKS. 


One cake compressed yeast, two 
tablespoons milk, one-half cup but- 
ter, one cup sifted flour, dash of 
salt, one egg white, slightly beaten, 
and one-half cup.coarsely chopped 
almonds; sugar (optional). 

Crumble yeast into milk, and stir 
until dissolved. Cut butter into 
flour and then roll with rolling pin 
until “leafy” in appearance. Add 
yeast, mix lightly to form a dough 
and knead slightly on lightly 
floured board. Form into small 
sticks about four inches long. Place 
on baking sheet, cover and let rise 
for one hour. Brush with egg white 
and sprinkle with almonds. Sugar 
may be mixed with almonds if de- 
sired. Bake in hot. oven (425 de- 
grees F.) 10 minutes. Reduce heat 
to moderate (350 degrees F.) and 
bake .10 minutes longer.. Approxi- 
mate yield, 18 coffee sticks.
